The medical benefit scheme, which 
came into operation last October, has not, so 
far, contributed to any reduction in the 
number of people claiming to be unfit for 
work by reason of sickness, and it is the con- 
sidered opinion of the committee that until 
work is plentiful, as it was during the years 
of the Great War, there will be no sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of persons 
claiming benefit. 

Dealing with the Free State Society, the 
report adds: Ihe committee are in a happy 
position to be able to report a most successful 
valuation for the five years ending lst 
December. 1928. As in our Northern Society, 
it is remarkable that simce partition the 
number of new members has increased, and 
the return of stamped contribution cards for 
the first Lalf of 1930 increased by 500 over 
the first return in 1922 after partition of the 
services.

The motion, “ That the exodus of members 
of our race has added to its prestige,’ was 
discussed in French at an inter-University 
debate yesterday evening, between Trinity 
College, Dublin, and University College, 
Dublin, at University College.

Referring to the land annuities, Alderman 
Corish said that he was of the opinion that 
if the politjcal parties agreed to sink their 
differences for the time being, and a con- 
ference was arranged with the British Go- 
vernment, some relief could be obtained.

State and other examinations must be 
passed; but how many girls know of the 
large body of sister-tutors, whose sole busi- 
ness it is to prepare and coach young nurses, 
and whose Fa must be w ged into the 
routine nursing of the patients’ After all, 
the hospital exists primarily for the sick and 
injured, and until there are many more 
scholarships for girls, and until nurses, like 
medical students, pay for their training, 
nursing and preparation for examinations 
must proceed simultaneously. 

As for home sickness—this comes rather 
strangely from the modern girl, but it seems 
to be a real trouble in the North of England! 

THE FEAR OF ISOLATION. 

The commonest difficulty, the one men- 
tioned by almost every school that replied, 
was none of these. ‘‘ By far the biggest 
stumbling-block,’’ Miss Martin, Headmistress 
of Wakefield High School, told a meeting of 
trained nurses recently, ‘‘is the fear of being 
cut off from living an ordin life." 

The impression 1s very widely spread that 
a nursing career Is one of isolation from the 
thousand and one interests that make life 
to-day so delightful and worth while—the 
hobbies, the musical or other artistic pursuits, 
reading, sport. In a mental review of the 
rival claims of home or college and the career 
of a hospital nurse the nursing profession 
comes off badly! 

A BUGBEAR—MENIAL WORK. 

An objection upon which the girls do not 
seem to have touched is, nevertheless, a 
matter of concern to many parents—how much 
rrenial work has the nurse of to-day to do? 

In go-ahead Scotland one of the largest 
hospitals relieved its student nurses of this 
kind of work some years ago. The en- 
lightened view expressed by a matron of an 
important London hospital is that the nurse 
should be trained to do a certain amount of 
domestic work at first. She should, for 
example, sweep the ward once daily, and she 
should perform all the sanitary duties con- 
rected with the patient; but she should not 
clean taps, polish ward furniture, or—except 
where it is specially marked for a es 
patient—wasa up crockery, nor should she 
carry heavy baskets, run errands, or do un- 
necessary clerical work which has no traming 
value. At the same time, '' every nurse should 
be prepared to.perform any task in an emer- 

ency. 
a "A SUGGESTION FOR PARENTS. - 

It would be a good pian if parents of girls 
leaving school would visit the nearest county 
or other large hospital, and see for themselves 
the conditions under which the modern 
student nurse lives and works; if they would 
take pains to find out whether, for example, 
off-duty time is reasonable, whether outdoor 

ames are encouraged; to notice if the girls 
ook overworked, underfed, browbeaten—or 
if they are obviously healthy, normal, happy 
young people. 

A number of hospitals encourage sports 
for the nurses. There are lawn tennis and 
swimming inter-hospital contests ; in London, 
Manchester and elsewhere the annual lawn 
tennis tournament, when a silver cup is com- 
peted for and presented by distinguished 
people, is a social event. here are clubs 
for debates, for photography, for needlework 
and various other recreations; off-duty times, 
generally speaking, are more generous than 
they were a few years ago. a 

A visit to the best of the great training 
schools is, in many respects, very like a visit 
to an up-to-date women’s college; there is 
the same atmosphere of cheerful activity, the 
same esprit de corps, the same keenness in 
work and play. If a little trouble is taken 
to investigate conditions and a wise choice 
of training school is made, there is really 
not much need to fear that a girl will be 
‘“‘ cut off from living an ordinary life.” 

The gap between school leaving age and 
hospital training age—a real difficulty— is 
being tackled by the educationists, and the 
a suggestion is made that the modern girl 
is well equipped, both physically and 
mentally, to go straight from, school to 
hospital.

“ Hiking” in Germany 


“ Hiking” in Germany. 


I commented recently on the ridiculous 
aspect of “ hiking’’ in Germany. The 
astime, of course, is tremendously popu- 
ar ovér there, and it forms a part of the 
great national physical culture movement 
that is a feature of social life in Germany 
to-day. In Germany, however, Hollywood 
has not supplied the label, and its 
participants go under the poetic name of 
“ Wandervogel.’’ The country, with its 
beautiful old cities, majestic mountains 
clothed with pine woods, and its silvery 
waterfalls, lends itself to touring on foot. 
The population are not slow to respond to 
these scenic invitations, and everywhere 
one may meet groups of ten or twenty girls 
swinging along the ccuntry roads and sing- 
ing German folk-songs. Every detail of 
these tours is planned with characteristic 
thoroughness, and the nights are spent in 
a Jugendherberge, or village inn, where 
accommodation, although not always 
luxurious, is always cheap. Every party 
brings its own food and cooks it over the 
camp-fire, whose warm glow gives a 
romantic finish to an arduous day. The 
clothes worn by the Wandervogel are 
rough and serviceable; but it says much 
for Germany’s artistic sense that girl 
“ hikers ” there do not wear “ shorts.’’ 


An Early* Robot. 


Most people seem to assume that the 
‘* robot,” or mechanical man, is an in- 
vention of this decade. As a matter of 
fact, the invention of dummy figures 
which could imitate human action or 
speech was popular as far back as the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
Very often, of course, these were frauds 
designed to catch the pennies of the 
credulous, and were worked by the aid 
of an accomplice. Yet many genuine cases 
are on record. 

A correspondent tells me that he 
stumbled across one of these cases the 
other day in the famous Journal of John 
Wesley. The worthy diarist admits his 
own curiosity, and gives an experience 
that he had in the town of Lurgan in 
1762 : 

“I now embraced the opportunity, 
which I had long desired, of talking with 
Mr. Miller, the contriver of a statue. It 
was the figure of an old man standing 
in a case with a curtain drawn before 
him, over against a clock which stood on 
the other side of the room. Every time 
the clock struck he opened the door with 
one hand, drew back the curtain with the 
other, turned his head as if looking round 
on the company, and then said with a 
clear, loud, articulate voice: ‘ Past one, 
two, three,’ and so on. But so many 
came to see this (the like of which all 
allowed was not to be seen in Europe) 
that Mr. Miller was in danger of being 
ruined, not having time to attend his own 
business ; so, as none offered to purchase 
it or to reward him for his pains, he took 
the whole machine to pieces.’’

“ Life-Masks,” 
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| A Strange Occupation. 


One of the most remarkable jobs that 
I know is that of a little man who runs 
down High street, Belfast, in order to 
earn a livelihood. After every scamper 
down the road, which is one of the busiest 
in the city, he drives back in a taxi-cab. 
I understand that he is employed by taxi- 
drivers, who pay him a shilling apiece 
every week. e wage is not so absurd as 
it seems ; for I hear that he has more than 
fifty employers. 

Only two taxi-cabs are allowed to remain 
at a time at the High street corner of 
Lombard street, and only one may stand 
at Castle Junction. When one of these 
cabs is hired the little man—not even his 
employers know his name, for he is a deaf 
mute—runs as fast as his legs can carry 
him to the Albert Memorial, where there 
is a larger taxi-cab stand, whence he 
brings up the next car in order of waiting. 
One of the drivers tells me that it is a 
wonder that the little man has not been 
killed long ago; for he always takes to the 
road. Nevertheless, he not only reaches 
his goal unharmed, but actually helps 
other people to avoid the traffic. 


Salt. 


I have heard of many ‘“‘cures’’ for 
rheumatism, such as magnetic rings, tarred 
hemp worn round the body, sulphur 
sprinkled in the shoes, and nettle stings; 
but quite recently I met a friend who 
said that he had been cured through dis- 
continuing the use of salt. His theory 
is that people living in this part of the 
world obtain quite enough salt from meat 
and vegetables, and that the use of the 
salt cellar means increased acidity in the 
system. 

In spite of my friend’s example, how- 
ever, I confess to being almost as sceptical 
about this “cure” as the others. Salt 
is a necessary constituent of the human 
body, and races sith as the Indians and 
Chinese, who subsist mainly on cereals 
are obliged to consume large quantities of 
it. I may not be so necessary to Euro- 
peans on account of their different diet ; 
yet eggs and certain kinds of fish seem 
tasteless and insipid without a little salt. 

Our ancestors consumed: a great deal 
more than we do; on the baronial] table 
the great bowl of salt was not only re- 


garded as an esteemed condiment, but ; 


served as a dividing line between those of 
high and low degree. 

The superstition that it is unlucky to 
spill salt seems to have been derived from 
Leonardo da Vincf’s picture of the “ Last 
Supper,” where Judas Iscariot is repre- 
sented as sitting in front of an over- 
turned salt cellar; but the origin of the 
antidote, by which a pinch has to be 
thrown over the left shoulder, is not ex- 
plained so readily. 


CG raus. 


Apropos of my recent paragraph on 
curious collections, a friend tells me that 
she has made a life-long collection of 
trays, and offers me some light on their 
history. In medieval times they were 
called ‘‘ voyders,’” and were used simply 
for carrying food and dishes to the table, 
but, with the introduction of tea-drinking 
in the reign of Queen Anne to England, 
a new demand arose—for ‘‘ hand tea 
tables” or “India tea-boards,’’ as they 
were called. These were often beautifully 
lacquered, and were succeeded by oval 
mahogany trays, designed by some of the 
great cabinet-makers of the eighteenth 
century. Then came the era of Victorian 
papier-maché, and specimens in this 
material have become fashionable again 
to-day. Connoisseurs speak with rapture 
of the wonderful tray of Duke Charles of 
Lorraine, composed of rock crystal, with 
golden feet, or that of Marie Antoinette, 
set with 144 cameos of sovereigns and 
princes, their heraldic devices inlaid in 
silver and enamel. These, however, are 
museum pieces. A prize to the ordinary 
collector nowadays would be one of the 
satisfyingly simple snuffer-trays of old 
Sheffield plate. 


“ Julius Cesar” in the Open. 


For the last few years the Dublin Branch 
of the British Empire Shakespearian 
Society has staged a Shakespearian play in 
the open every year. This year, I am told, 
the Society will continue that policy by 
presenting open-air BF pv agp of 
“Julius Cesar ' in Lord Iveagh’s grounds 
on Friday and Saturday, the 5th and 6th 
of June. If the present fine weather lasts, 
the advantage—and novelty—of witnessing 
a play in the open air, rather than in the 
stuffy atmosphere of a theatre, will be 
much appreciated by theatre-goers. On 
this occasion, I understand, a very strong 
cast has been assembled under the pro- 
ducer, Miss Mary O’Hea, who is well 
known to all students of the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music.

DR. HARDEBECK AND THE

designed for agricultural purposes have been 
installed by the General Electric Co., Ltd. 
On this farm electricity is utilised for all the 
processes which entail the use of machinery, 
and also for the performance of a large 
number of tasks hitherto assigned to manual 
power. At the same time, it is requisitioned 
to undertake cultural ends such as the old- 
time farmer never dreamed of in his philo- 
sophy of the land. Horses do not have to 
plod their weary way over the stubborn 

lebe for ploughing ; an electric motor does 
this work more efficiently and expeditiously. 
Electricity also simplifies procedure in hay- 
making, so that weather worries in tedding 
and stackng are no longer encountered. Hay 
is cured in a tithe of the time usually re- 
quired. In the dairy cows are milked by 
1 reg! and their health promoted by 
ultra violet ray application. In the stables— 
horses are obviously needed for many pur- 
poses, although horse-power represented by 
the electric motor has ousted them from 
many of their original jobs—the occupants 
have their coats groomed electrically (by a 
friction brush attached to a suction cleaner) 
and also clipped electrically. By means of 
an adjustment of the electrical illumination 
early in the morning and late at night the 
hens in the laying sheds are induced to 
exercise more and to produce a greater aggre- 
gate of eggs during the season. Electricity 
drives all the machinery required in food 
preparation; it also drives the grindstone 
circular saw, lathes, etc., in the workshop 
and throughout the farmyard, and in the 
buildings provides a brilliant light.

The Churches: and, the Slums. 

In a recent article on the shame of 
Dublin’s slums we said that the crux of 
the problem lay’ rather in vision than in 
finance. Later discussion in our columns 
It is manifest 
that many: hearts have been tquched pro- 
foundly by their sudden recognition of 
the long-established ‘sandals and horrors 
that lurk behind Dublin’s fair facade. 
If this feeling could be made general—.f 
the number of 'conscience-stricken persons 
could be multiplied by many thousands— 
the problem of the slums would be within 
sight of solution. 
be set in motion, and a resolute public 
opinion is the author of all reforms. 
The Free State Government is fertile 
in excuses for the delay of housing 
bills, and the Dublin Corporation, very 
naturally, is nervous of the rates. Such 
delays and such nervousness would vanish 
quickly if the public were really in earnest 
about the reform of the slums. The menace 
of hostile votes would be.as wonder- 
working as the magic weapons of the fairy 
tale. Agreement would be reached on new 
housing schemes; Mr. Blythe or the rate- 
payers, or both, would find the money. 
The country’s best brains would be enlisted 
in a national crusade, and soon the slums 
of Dublin, which, for lack of a sound and 
thorough policy, have absorbed much cash, 
with little benefit, would become an ugly 
memory. 

In our democratic days the organisation 
of public opinion is a fine art, and every 
legitimate method of this art ought to be 
focussed on the problem of the slums. 
The electors and ratepayers ought to 
be approached through the avenue of 
enlightened self-interest. Only their 
stupidity blinds them to the very direct 
bearing which this problem has upon their 
own physical health and political security. 
Surely our social reformers could put into 
their pleas for slum-dwellers something of 
the ardour and of the disturbing suggestion 
which expert advertisers put daily into 
pleas for new patent medicines. Surely, 
too, on behalf of the sad women and 
children of Dublin’s slums, we may invoke 
a higher and holier appeal. This is a 
matter not merely of bodies, but of souls. 
In Ireland, unhappily, we regard the 
Churches’ deep and persistent disagree- 
ments as a natural state of things. What a 
strange and inspiring spectacle would not 
Ireland find in a home reunion of all the 
Churches for the purpose of a joint attack 
on the moral and social filth of Dublin’s 
It would be something more than 
a nine days’ wonder, and its benefits 
would be incalculable. The Churches may 
quarrel over the historic episcopate, but 
not find a basis of social unity 
Is it too

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M. Briand's Triumph. 


On Thursday night, by 352 votes to 
256, the French Government received 4 
vote of confidence from the Chamber after 
a heated debate. The matter arose in 
connection with a motion by M. Franklin- 
Bouillon, the well-known Chauvinist 
leader, directed against M. Briand and 
the policy which the Foreign Secretary 
pursued recently at Geneva. Thus M. 
Briand has scored another personal 
success. When he went to Geneva his 
political stock fell heavily in consequence 
of his defeat for the Presidency of the 
Republic by the comparatively unknown 
M. Doumer, who represents the most 
extreme school of French Conservatism ; 
and he came back to Paris an apparently 
discredited man, His many enemies in 
the Chamber took the fullest advantage 
of their tactical position. As usual, M. 
Franklin-Bouillon led the assault, and 
charged the Foreign Secretary with gross 
neglect of French interests in his dealings 
with the other Powers of Europe.

The 
Premier, M. Laval, is an amiable figure- 
head; and M. Briand’s presence at the 
helm never was more important than it is 
to-day. France is in danger of a drift 
backwards to an almost undiluted 
Chauvinism. M. Briand is virtually the 
only man in the country who realises the 
extent of this danger, and he is fighting 
against it valiantly. He sees that France’s 
future depends upon the good-will of her 
neighbours—particularly that of Germany 
—and that co-operation between France 
and Germany is essential to the welfare of

cause of sanity; and it will be an ill day 
for Europe when Aristide Briand quits 
the arena of French affairs.

Britain’s Opportunity. 


The richest section of Latin America 
has delivered a straight hint to the United 
States Don Manuel Malbran,'_ the 
Argentine Ambassador, addressing a com- 
pany of New York business leaders on 
Thursday, told them that his country 
might be compelled to “ adopt a policy of 
increased protection ” against the high 
tariff barriers of the United States. 
Perhaps, this intent results from purely 
economic trepidations ; perhaps, again, it 
forms part of the Sinn Fein policy that 
seems to have dictated the recent insur- 
rections in Latin America. Whatever the 
cause may be, the Ambassador's warning 
supplies a useful corollary to the recent 
British trade exhibition in Brazil and to 
the Prince of Wales's activities in con- 
nection with it. Hitherto the United 
States has been South America’s largest 
provider, with Great Britain as a fairly 
good second. Now that feeling to some 
extent has turned against New York and 
Chicago, Britain has an _ unparalleled 
opportunity to enter the field—especially, 
while her reputation and credit in South 
America stand high. Indeed, one part of 
Don Manuel Malbran’s speech, as quoted 
by the Morning Post, seems to imply 
that he regards Britain as a commercial 
touchstone. Some time ago the United 
States attributed the taint of foot and 
mouth disease to Argentinian beef, and 
on this ground prohibited its importation. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, while 
suspecting the same fault, refused to take 
measures until she had despatched a com- 
mission to the Argentine, which revorted 
that the sanitary cdnditions prevailing 
there were excellent. Apparently this 
incident has increased the Argentine’s 
good-will towards Britain at the expense 
of North America. Enzlish manufacturers 
ought not to disregard such signs and 
portents; rather, they ought to consider 
them in conjunction with the Prince of 
Wales's counsels. 


Mozambique. 


The province of Mozambique forms the 
greater of two divisions of Portuguese East 
Africa, and is the second largest of 
Portugal’s colonial possessions. It now 
appears that the recent insurrections 
in Portugal and in Madeira. were +o 
have been accompanied by a simul. 
taneous rising in Mozambique, Portuguese 
Guinea and other colonies. How the on- 
spirators in the mother country and in 
Madeira fared we know already. but facts 
concerning the movement against dictator- 
ship in the other colonies scarcely have 
begun to leak out. Whether anything at 
all happened in Guinea remains uncertain, 
and the Johannesburg Correspondent of 
The Times is careful to observe that his 
information on events in Mozambique is 
‘“ semi-official.’’ The Governor-General ut 


‘Portuguese Fast Africa announces that a 


deportees had tried un- 
successfully to disturb the public 
peace, but that the police had _ kept 
a careful watch and had arrested them 
immediately. His Excellency describes 
the affair as merely a police matter, but 
the Correspondent of The Times credits 
it with a more serious character. About 
a dozen* deportees from Portugal, who 
formerly had been prominent politicians, 
live in Lourenco Marques, the capital of 
Mozambique; and it is scarcely possible 
to believe that such men, at a time of 
crisis in Portugal’s affairs, could have re- 
mained inactive or could have contented 
themselves with seditious words. We may 
deduce with safety that there were pre- 
parations for revolt, which were nipped 
only in time by the police. Whatever 
befell, Mozambique seems now to have 
spent its turbulent hour, and to be as 
quiet as other Portuguese possessions.

THE NEW SWEEPSTAKE 
PLAN. 


Miss Somers, Secretary, National Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Development 
Association, interviewed at the Permanent 
Exhibition. of Irish Manufactures with 
reference to the suggested stipulation that 
the winners of future sweep prizes shall 
spend five per ‘cent. of the prize in the 
purchase af liek products and manu- 
factures, expressed the view that such a 
scheme, so far as at present outlined, 
seemed rather impracticable. 

The -expenditure of £100,000 on the 
purchase of Irish goods would be very 
welcome, but, even in the case of an Irish 
citizen who might be so fortunate as to 
win the first prize, the purchase of £1,506 
worth of Irish goods would be very diffi- 
cult. The only expensive articles which 
would absorb such a considerable sum 
would be furniture, hand-tufted carpets, 
household linens and lace, and £1,500 
worth of these would, in many cases, be 
useless to the winner. Ordinary food- 
stufis or articles of clothing, or almost 
anything else of Irish manufacture, would 
have to be bought in enormous and waste- 
ful quantities if the total sum were to be 
spent within a limited time, while per- 
mitting an extended period for the outlay 
would .be to place an almost impossible 
duty of exercising supervision upon “some 
responsible body. 

While awaiting further details, she 
feared that the scheme was somewhat 
visionary, but she would gladly welcome 
a condition that the big prize-winners 
should’ be ‘obliged ‘to invest, say, ten per 
cent. of their winnings on rage ama 
undertakings.

nounced incorrigibly anti-social, he is 
privately and painlessly extinguished in a 
lethal chamber, without any publicity or 
humiliation to his family. 

‘Infectious disease is completely 
stamped out, except the common cold, 
which still remains the opprobrium of 
medical science.’’ 


THE RUSSIAN FACTOR. 

As to the danger of another Great War 
ending our present civilisation, the Dean 
asked: ‘‘ Even if civilised nations shrink 
in horror from such appalling crimes—the 
use of devilish compounds and other inven- 
tions to exterminate a rival nation—have 
we any reason to think that Russia would 
stick at anything? ”’ 

“ Christianity,”’ he added, “ has much 
in common with eugenics. It aims at 
saving the soul—the man himself. 
Religion must be content to be one im- 
portant factor in a complex civilisation. 
Its function is to co-operate with other 
elevating influences, in holding up and 
inculeating the higher values. Religion 
can act as the leaven of society, as the salt 
of the earth. But I repeat that a de- 
generating society cannot hope for much 
from its religion. Its religion will itself 
be degenerate.’’

THE MUTINEER. 


Opinion was divided as to whether or 
not Mr. Kennedy, the Fianna Fail 
member for Longíord-Westmeath merited 
his brief expulsion. He had suggested, 
most unjustifiably, as everybody who is 
acquainted with the father of sweepstakes 
in this country knows, that Sir James 
Craig was grinding an axe for a particular 
hospital and that, once that hospital was 
‘‘ in easy street,” he did not care a hang 
what happened to any other hospital. 

Sir James, bewildered, as any gentle- 
man of his quality would be, at such a 
stupid insinguation, made a mild protest 
and had the hearty support of the Speaker, 
whose life-long motto in the Dail is 
““ Decency’s decency.”’ 

Mr. Kennedy was given several chances 
to retract, but, though he protested that 
he meant no reflection on.

A QUIET EXIT. 


So he went—the quietest suspension in 
the annals of the Dail. 

Actuated by only he himself knows 
what motives, Mr. Connolly, a Govern- 
ment member for the same constituency 
as Mr. Kennedy, rose to say a few words 
of heartfelt. praise for sweepstakes in 
general and branches of them in par- 
ticular.

Mr. Cosgrave then sprang a surprise

N accordance with the policy adopted 
| during the past two years, the police 
authorities have issued elaborate instruc- 
tions for the regulation of traffic on the two 
days of the forthcoming motor races in the 
Pheenix Park... 

On the practice days (2nd, 3rd and 4th 
June) the Park will be open to the public, 
but entrance will be confined to the Island 
Bridge Gate for vehicles, and to the Parkgate 
street, Ashtown and.

A central exchange will be placed under 
the Grand Stand. 

The staff of each telephone centre will con- 
sist of one operator, St. John Ambulance 
men, fire brigade, motor cyclists, with side- 
cars, one flag signaller, and one member of 
the Civic Guard. 


CLOSING OF GATES. 

On Thursday, 11th June, al] entrance gates 
to the Pheenix Park will be closed from 11 
p.m.

The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on Saint Joan, says:—It is 
not merely useless in this age—it is 
actively pernicious—to try to apportion 
the blame. All were to blame, and none. 
The English had very good reason to fear, 
both as warrior and witch, such a foe as 
the Deliverer of Orleans, the raw girl who 
had suddenly made the French forces 
aggressiv? and dangerous, aud in those 
days, as in these, where men feared they 
hated, and where they hated they could 
act cruelly. So, too, with the Burgun- 
dians who dared not be long parted from 
the English by a patched up armistice 
with the French. 

The English feel, it is true, their 
peculiar discomfort in the thought of the 
martyrdom of Joan of Are and their 
special inducement to outdo all others in 
honouring her once-sullied memory. That 
reason is the character—if character it 
may be called—of La Pucelle in the first 
part of the play, “ King Henry VI.” 
Among the works of the dramatist, who is 
the greatest glory of our nation, Joan of 
Arc is set down brutally, openly and 
for all time as a witch and a 
wanton. Thus it has,long seemed, and 
thus it may still seem at first sight; but 
further scrutiny brings some relief. 

THE FASHION AT THE TIME. 

The most learned Elizabethan could not 
know as much about Joan of Are as any 
school-child may know now, and in the 
public playhouse it was still the hearty 
fashion of the time to make your country’s 
enemies out as bad as could be. More- 
over, in the very confused and self-con- 
tradictory portrait of La Pucelle, which 
play, 4s we have it, proffers, there is 
less of the witch and much less—on any 
interpretation—of the wanton than there 
is of the pure-souled' champion of her 
beloved country, the inspired orator of the 
plea to the Duke of Burgundy, to turn his 
sword away from the bosom of the land 
that was his mother; and yet a little 
farther, perhaps, dare we of this age go— 
cautiously testing the ground over which 
Mr. Bernard Shaw has given so gallant a 
lead—in excuse for the men of that age. 

The condemnation of Joan of Arc was 


unjust. But the first sentence passed 
upon her was not the stake, but imprison- 
ment for life, and with the help of 
historical perspective we may see not only 
that the soldiers and the people were 
merely obedient to the spirit of their age, 
but also that-there was in the maid herself 
just enough of what we now call Pro- 
testantism to rouse uneasiness in a

MELBOURNE, Friday. 

HE decision of the Premiers’ Con- 

ference to carry out an all-round 
expenditure cut and to convert the whole 
of the internal debt into a long term 
conversion loan has been universally 
commended, and it is confidently antici- 
pated that the proposals. will go a lcng 
way to. the ultimate rehabilitation of 
Australia. 

The most pleasing feature of the Con- 
ference has been the earnest desire cf all 
the delegates, irrespective of political 
views, to reach something definite. 

The Conference, which adjourned to-day 
until Monday, has been sitting con- 
tinuously’ since Monday last. i 

The outstanding subjects of discussion 
have been the expenditure cut and the 
conversion Joan. With regard: to the 
former, the Conference adopted the report 
of the economic experts recommending an 
all-round cut of 20 per cent. in Govern- 
ment expenditure, pensions and wages. 
the manner in which the reductions are 
made being left to each Government to 


decide. 
CONVERSION LOAN. 


After approving the proposal for the 
conversion of Australia’s internal debt 
with adjustment of interest on Govern- 
ment securities, the object of which would 
be to save 225 per cent. of the total in- 
terest bill. the Conference appointed a 
sub-committee to work out the details. 

Certain of them were left in the hands 
of the Under-Treasurer’s Committee 
which issued its report last Wednesday. 
Another sub-committee was appointed to 
consider the legal aspects of the proposal. 

During the last few days numerous dis- 
cussions have been held between the hanks 
and insurance companies, who are holders 
of the majority of present stock, and the 
Stock Exchanges, on the best possible 
means of bringing about the cofiversion 
at a fiat rate of four per cent. 

The banks were definitely of the opinion 
that the forty years proposed as te term 
of the loan was too long. Thev also con- 
sidered it impossibie to convert existing 
bills into a long term loan, because the 
bills being a portion of the liquid assets 
could not be converted for a lohg period. 


When the Conference resumes. on 
Monday it will consider further the 
details which the sub-committees are to 
work out during the week-end. No 
agenda was drawn up at the commence- 
ment of the Conference, which is not 
working to any definite programme, but 
merely discussing reports as . received 
from the sub-committees.

“His Majesty’s Government and the 
Government of India have been discuss- 
ing the date for the resumption of ‘the 
Indian Round Table Conference. A#he 
choice lay between summoning the 
Federal Structure Committee to ‘this 
country at the end of June, which wouid 
have involved meetings in August, or post- 
poning resumption until September, in 
the latter case the interval to be em- 
ployed in pressing ,on with certain neces- 
sary work both in London and in India. 

“ His Majesty’s, Government were pre- 
pared to adopt the first course if all 
sections found it to be practicable. In- 
quiries have, however, shown that this 
alternative was seriously inconvenient <o 
several members of the Committee both 
at home and in India. 

““A later date is, therefore, unavoid- 
able, but constitutional advance is a 
matter of so much moment to India that 
the resumption of the Round Table Con- 
ference cannot be postponed beyond «he 
beginning of September. 

“His Majesty’s Government have, 
therefore, decided to invite the Federal 
Structure Committee to reassemble 'n 
London not later than 5th September, for 
the resumption of work at the earli2st 
practicable date thereafter. 

““H a communal settlement has been 
reached in India by that time, the work 
of the Federal Structure Committee -vill 
be greatly facilitated. If not, it will be a 
matter for consideration whether the 
Minorities Committee should: resume .-ts 
work about the same time.

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PRINCE VISITS HAIG 
MEMORIAL HOME. 


HIS TALK WITH TWO 
EX-SERVICE MEN.

HE PRINCE OF WALES called on 
two ex-Service men and their families 
when he went to Morden yesterday to open 
the Douglas Haig Memorial Homes. The 
homes, which are London’s memorial to 
the late Field-Marshal, are reserved for 
married, disabled ex-Service men with 
dependents and for War widows with 
dependents. The Prince walked round the 
estate, on which there are 123 houses. 

At No. 12a Legion Close he called on 
Mr. William Haughton, who lives there 
with his wife and seven children, and who 
proudly displayed his medals on his chest. 
Fhe Prince expressed admiration for the 
little home, and patted the heads of some 
of the children. 

Mr. Haughton told the Prince that he 
came from the Irish Free State and that 
he served with the Irish Rifles until he 
lost his leg at Loos in 1915. 

“ They look very good Irish stock,” said 
the Prince of Mr. Haughton’s children. 

When Mr. Haughton told the Prince 
that he had worked the garden “ on his 
own,” the Prince complimented him and 
said that it was a remarkable achieve- 
ment for a one-legged man. The Prince 
learned: that the ex-soldier was out of 
work and had just returned from an opera- 
tion at Roehampton. He smilingly com- 
mented on the avoidance of the number 
15 on the door of the house. 


A HAPPY FAMILY. 

At Alexandra square the Prince called 
on Mr. Albert George Barker, who served 
with the 11th London Rifles, and he saw 
several child-welfare certificates. in respect 
of Mr. and Mrs. Barker’s family of seven. 
“ At one time,” Mr. Barker told the 
Prince, ‘‘ eight of us lived in one room. 
Now that we have six rooms and a bath- 
room, as well as our little garden, we 
scarcely know what to do.” 

When the Prince declared the new 
estate formally open, he referred to the 
hardships and privationg endured by those 
who served in the War. 

A total of £230,000 has been raised for 
the Haig Homes, he said, and it is no 
easy matter to find, in these times, the 
remaining £270,000 required to get the 
total we aimed at when the scheme was 
first put forward three years ago. 

The Prince, before’ leaving, told Lord 
Lee of Fareham, chairman of the Council 
of Trustees, that he had been particularly 
impressed by Lord Lee’s remark that half 
a million pounds was spent annually on 
the maintenance of war graves, and that 
if half this sum, for one year, were con- 
tributed to the Douglas Haig scheme their 
problems would be solved. He asked for. 
further particulars. on that point, and 
added, ‘‘I hope that something may be 
done:in the matter.”’ 

The Prince went afterwards with Lord 
Jellicoe to Walton Heath to play a round: 
of golf. 


PRIMARY EDUCATION IN 
" IRELAND. 


RETIREMENT OF CHIEF 
INSPECTOR. 


Mr. Thomas P. O’Connor, B.A., Chief 
Inspector of Primary Education in the Irish 
Free State, retires as from May ól, after a 

riod of nearly forty years’ service in the 
cause of education in Ireland. 

Mr. O'Connor was born within a stone's 
throw of Rockwell College, Cashel, where he 
received his early education. His secondary 
education was received at Blackrock College, 
County Dublin, where also he studied for his 
degree in Modern Literature in the Royal 
University of Ireland. Mr. O’Connor is also 
a classical and a Gaelic scholar. His 
knowledge of his native tongue has been ex- 
tremely useful to him, especially since the 
introduction of.compulsory Irish by the Free 
State Government in the primary schools and 
the teachers’ training colleges. . | 

Mr. O’Connor entered the Irish Education 
Service as a District Inspector in 1892, and 
was promoted, Senior Lnspector in-1902. One

UNUSUAL WELCOME AT 
COVENT GARDEN. 


The King and Queen last night attended 
the opera at Covent Garden for the first 
time this season, and saw Johann Strauss’s 
‘Die Fledermaus,’’ the same opera which 
the King chose to see at Covent Garden 
last season, when it was produced for the 
first time after many years. Outside the 
Royal entrance a big crowd welcomed the 
King and Queen with cheers as their motor 
car arrived. 

The King looked very well after his 
morning exercise on horseback in the Row. 
He was wearing an opera cloak over his 
evening clothes, and had a white carna- 
tion. The Queen wore a short cloak of 
ermine over a dress of vieux rose, trimmed 
with deep golden fringe. Around her neck 
she wore diamonds and nearl!s. 

In the Royal box the Queen was pre- 
sented with a bouquet of carnations in 
her favourite shade of pink. 

The audience joined in, and sang, the 
National Anthem when the King and 
Queen appeared—an unusual occurrence 
at Covent Garden. 

The King and Queen obviously enjoyed 
the opera. During the second aet the 
famous dance in the restaurant scene was 
performed for the first time by an English 
girl, Miss Mimi Crawford, who had never 
before danced on the operatic stage. To 
the tune of “The Blue Danube’’ she 
appeared on the stage, a fairy-like figure, 
in diaphanous blue. The King leaned 
forward in the Royal box beating time 
gently with his programme, and the Queen 
gazed through her lorgnette watching the 
only British performer in the opera.

ADVERTISING. 


MR. R. J. SYKES’S 
ADDRESS. 


a 


Speaking at a complimentary luncheon at 
the Savoy Hotel, London, yesterday, on the 
eccasion of his retirement from the office of 
President of the Institute of Ineorporated 
Practitioners in Advertising, Mr. J. 
Sykes, F.,I1.-P.A., said that the practice of 
advertising could be acquired and mastered 
by any educated, hard-working man of 
average ability. Practitioners in advertising 
did not claim exceptional ability or miraculous 
powers. They deserved to rank rather with 
lawyers and accountants, as men whose work 
was work of precision, and thus of real con- 
structive value. At the present time there 
was a genuine awakening of interest in sales- 
manship in quarters least expected. One 
tranch of the coal imdustry—anthracite—for 
instance, had made and was making ‘serious 
efforts to suit the requirements*of the Cón- 
tirent. That branch showed a substantial 
increase during a year when every other 


f 


braneh of the coal export trade had to face 
serious losses If one of the most conserva- 
tive industries of the country had awakened 
to the needs of the times, there was hope 
for the rest—for what the pessimists had got 
into the habit of describing as the hopeless 
heavy industries. In that awakening their 
Institute could play no small part. It was 
the advertising agent’s business to know more 
about selling-problems than the manufacturer 
nimself, and to know the buyer’s need for, 
will for, and attitude towards, a particular 
product. : 

One of the greatest. and most admirably 
organised services in this country was the 
service of the Press, whose representatives 
had their fingers on the pulse of commerce. 
The newspaper world did not understand 
salesmanship—that was pot its business— 
but it did understand the power of adver- 
tisng. That was why newspaper proprie- 
ters were willing to pay ont annually several 
millions of money to advertising agents ‘to 
secure the services of properly trained and 
qualified men. 


RESEARCH SUGGESTED. 

It was their duty to tell the world the 
value of skilfully applied advertising, for 
it was one of the tragedies of advertising 
that, while individual writers had treated of 
the subject, no concerted effort had been 
made as. yet to explore and display the 
exact economic truth about ‘advertising and 
its real contribution to the wealth and well- 
being of. individuals, classes, communities 
and nations. 

Mr. Sykes added that he would like to see 
a kind of Chair of Advertising Research 
endowed, or an ad hoc Advertising Research 
Committee appointed by the Board olf 
Trade to inquire what contribution to the 
wealth and well-being of the nation was 
made bv advertising, and to explore the 
directions and forms in which advertising 
could be further applied with benefit to 
trade and industry and to the community at 
large. 

Firms that stood fast to a policy of 
vigorous and forceftl advertising were 


getting greater rewards for their enterprise. 
He believed. that the depression through 
which trade was passing was already near- 
ing an end. Trade had long been dammed 
up. Presently the dams would burst and a 
wave of activity would spread over the 
country—perhaps, over the world. | 

The new Président of the Institute paid 
a tribute to the work of the retiring Presi- 
dent, whe, during his. term of office, had 
done much to enhance the prestige of the 


Institute. Tnder his guidance their relations 
with the newspapeer proprietors, who were 
really beginning to understand the ideals and 
aspirations of. the Institute, had been ad- 
vanced and cemented. Progress had been, 
perhaps, slow, but. it was better to go for- 
ward slowly and with certainty than to take 
a sudden leap that might land them in the 
slough of disappointment and regret.

GENERAL O‘DUFFY ON THE RIGHTS 
OF THE NACA. 


Ireland lodged a protest with the 
secretary of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation, Mr. Bo Ekeland, of 
Sweden, against the interference by the 
A.A.A. of Great Britain with the jurisdiction 
of the N.A.C.A. in Northern Ireland. The 
N.A.C.A., in response to an invitation, sent 
representatives to a special meeting of the 
Council of the Federation held in London on 
ye Bw. and 27. 
- General 0’ Duffy, the president of the Asso- 
ciation, was appointed at a special Congress 
of the N.A.C.A. to present Ireland's case, and 
Dr. Rowlette, Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. 
McGilton, secretary of the N.A.C.A., and Mr. 
Ferguson, secretary of the Ulster Council, 
were deputed to accompany him. The Council 
consists of seven members, but only five were 
present—the president, Mr. J. Eddstrom 
(Sweden), who took the chair; Mr. Bo 
Ekeland (Sweden), P. -Mericamp (France), 
8. Stankovitz (Hungary) and Sir H. Barclay 
(England). 
_. After hearing the case presented by General 
O’ Duffy for the N.A.C.A., and by Mr. H. M. 
Abrahams for the A.A.A., and the evidence 
of Dr. Rowlette, Mr. bag Mr. Ferguson 
and Sir Thomas Moles, the Council went into 
private session, and decided to refer the pro- 
test to the next Congress of the I.A.A.F. in 
Los Angeles in 1932. Pending the decision 
of the Congress, the A.A.A. and the N.A.C.A. 
are to appoint a joint commission, under a 
neutral chairman, with power to decide all 
pending questions regarding disqualifications, 
suspensions, entries to Olympic Games, 1932, 


etc. . 

_ In a statement “og ine by General 
O’ Duffy, he says that,he regards the decision 
to refer the case to Los Angeles as very 
satisfactory—that it was exactly what he 
pleaded for. “' As regards the joint com- 
mission,’’ he continued, “this was not referred 
to while I was there, and I prefer to make no 
comment until I get official notification. I 
trust that the result will lead towards unity 
in athletics in Ireland. I would much prefer, ' 
he continued, ' to see the whole position 
-between North and South settled up in an 
amicable manner at home rather than at Los 
Angeles, and, so far as the N.A.C.A. is con- 
cerned, all our efforts will b> directed towards 


that end.” 

General O'Duffy, in a statement of what occurred 
at the meeting, which he issued for publica- 
tion yesterday, says:—* the outset the 
President . announeed that the Council had 
decided that morning to finally. decide the 
matter, but I took very strong exception to such 
a course, pointing out that the Council could only 
deal with points raised in our protest, that I was 
there to claim the protection of the Council against 
any action of the A.A.A. which might interfere 
with our jurisdiction, and to request that an in- 
struction should be issued to the A.A.A. restraining 
it from further interference. I pointed out that 
' Great Britain’ and Ireland” are separate 
and distinct members of the I.A.A.F., the recog 
nised Associations for the purpose being the A.A.A. 
England, and the N.A.C.A of Ireland, respectively. 
This has been the position since the admisgion of 
Ireland to the Federation, as is clear from the 
handbooks, documents and correspondence from the 
Federation to us, and also from the minutes of the 
Congresses; while in the records of divisions 
“ Great Britain’ and '“ Ireland’ appear as 
separate and distinct entities.” 


IRELAND'S ENTRY INTO THE FEDERATION. 
The General submitted that it was the duty cf 
the Council in the periods between its meetings to 
safeguard any of its members from interference by 
another member, and to abide by Rule 7, which 
laid it down that “ Agsociations shall acknowledge 
each other as the only legislative authorities for 
athletics in their respective countries.” He drew 
attention to the fact that in July, 1924, his Assu 
ciation applied for membership of the Federation, 
and after its status had been examined and pro- 
nounced upon its election was unanimous, and the 
Association had since been recognised as the 
governing Athletic Association of Ireland under 
Rule 6. Therefore, he contended that the Council 
could nbt alter a decision of Congreas, and that no 
change in the status or rights of Ireland as a 
member of the Federation could be made except by 
a vote of a Congress of the Federation. If the 
territory of jurisdiction of the N.A.C.A. was to be 
reduced and that of the A.A.A, extended, Congress 
must get an opportunity of hearing the case of the 
N A.C.A. and deciding it on its merits, aa it had 
doné when his awsociation had been admitted to 
membership. There was no question of it being 
regarded as “an urgent matter of general 
interest.” and he held that a decision conld he 
deferred to the next Congress at Los Angeles. He 
respectfully submitted that it was question for 
all countries affiliated to the Féderation to decide. 
e President, however, after consulting with 

the members of the Council, decided that the 
a was determined finally to deal with the

O* December 15, 1930, the N.A.C.A. of 


POINTS FROM THE TREATY. 

: “I then requested,” says General O'Duffy, 
“that a record of my objection be taken that 
I was not prepared to accept the decision of the 
Council as final, but that if the Council desired 
to discuss the matter without prejudice to the 
decision of Congress, T would be glad to outline 
the position as briefly as possible, and that I 
was prepared to enter into greater detail of any 
particular point if the Council considered it neces- 
sary.” He then referred to the Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920, and quoted from Clauses 1, 
2, and 3. He reminded the Council that that 
Act had not heen repealed, and, as regarded the 
Free State, a Treaty was signed on December 6th. 
1921, between Great Britain and Ireland, the first 
clause of which stated that Ireland should he 
styled and known as the Irish Free State, and 
thould have the same constitution and status as 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, and New Zealand, 
with powers to make laws for the peace, order. 
and good government of Ireland. He also cited 
Clauses 7, 11, and 12, and contended that it 
was clear that the Treaty was between Great 
Britain and the whole of Ireland, and that the 
Free State included the whole of Ireland in that 
instrument, but that the jurisdiction of the Free 
State Government was suspended as regarded 
Northern Ireland. He drew the attention of the 
Council to the possibility of Northern and Southern 
Ireland coming together in a joint parliament, and 
added that the Federation should bear that in 
mind. Althongh Northern Ireland was part of the 
British Empire. it was not part of Great Britain; 
neither was the position of the Free State 
analogous to that of the independent gc in 
Central Europe and Southern America. If Southern 
Ireland were an indepen.tent republic. the boundary 
for athletic purposes (he remarked) would wn- 
douhtedly be the political boundary of the re- 
public. These were the arguments put forward 
when the J.A.A.F. gave the N.A.C.A. jurisdiction 
over the whole of Irelani, and when the Inter- 
national Olympic Association admitted the whole 
of Ireland to the Olympic Games. 


“A PURE AMATEUR STANDARD.” 

The right and status of the N.A.C.A. had been 
recognised (continued General O’Duffy) at the 
Olympic Games at Paris and Amsterdam, and 
upon that they stood; in the International Olympic 
and International Federation records the words 
“Free State” never appeared. The question of 
the political boundary was not the cause of their 
trouble; it was brought in only when ers 
else failed. From 1922 up to recently it was 
never referred to in the discussions. ; 

Gereral O’Duffy then traced, in detail, the 
formation of the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association of Ireland, and pointed out that all 
went well between the athletes of the North and 
South until the attention of the club secretaries 
in Ulster was drawn to the question of betting and 
gambling and the running of whippets and pony 
races at athletic meetings under the auspices of 
the N.A.C.A. The latter was determined to main- 
tain “a pure amateur standard” at meetings 
under its control by as men | betting and 
whippet racing, and by refusing to afMliate pro- 
fessional Association football clubs. As it was 
impossible to come to en amicable settlement on 
the points at issue, athletic meetings were held 
in the North without the permit of the N.AC.A., 
and eventually a new Association was formed, 
following a meeting, at which ten clubs voted for 
remaining with the N.A.C.A. and a similar tumber 
against, the latter including three professional 
football clubs and the cycling clubs. In fact, 
the only genuine athletic clubs to remain outside 
the N.A.C.A. were County Antrim Harriers and 
Trinity. There was never £ decision of the clubs 
of Northern Ireland to break away from_ the 
N.A.C.A.; certain clubs met and decided to form 
a new association without consulting the others. 
In the six counties comprising the area the great 
ma jority of the clubs were affiliated to the 
N.A.C

SIX POINTS AND A SOLUTION. 

The following ints Were then put to the 
Council by General O'Duffy. sp 

5 (1), Has the A.A.A. the right to attach part 
of the countr under the jurisdiction of the 
N.A.C.A. to their Association without the ap- 
gs of the LA.A.F.? The N.A.C.A. is a mem 
er of a Federation of Association, whose juris- 
diction has been defined by the Fedcrauon, and 
we submit that the area of that jurisdiction can- 
not be altered except by the Federation itself 
assembled in Congress, and iat no one member 
can limit or extend the jurisciction of any other 
member. (2). Has the position of the six county 
area in relation to the rest of Ireland undergone 
any oe since 1924? It has now the same 
form of Government as in 1924. The question of 
a Boundary Commission does net arise. 
broke up without any decision and never made 
a report, and, as a result, no change whatever 
was effected. (3). Ireland is not an Independent 
Republic. Consequently there can be no analogy 
in our case, and that of independent countries. 
(4). The status conferred on Ireland was 
acquiesced in by England, and the constitution 
of the Federation regards those admitted rights 
as inviolable—countries should honour the Articles 
of the Constitution, and the rights of each country 
in the Federation should be respected by the 
others. On the basis of ecuity and justice, not 
tu mention the dictates of sportsmanship, Ire- 
land’s status should be upheld. (5). Is not this 
Northern Association formed without the approval 
of the LA.A.F. an illegal organisation, and is 
not the suspension hy it of our athletes thne 
null and void? (6). Is there any doubt that the 
Northern organisation was formed because of our 
loyalty to the Federation in our efforts to pro- 
mote pure amateurism? Again, I say the qaues- 
tion of political boundaries was never once re- 
ferred to during all tnese years. 

“I submit,” continued General O'Duffy, “ that‘ 
the raising of any matter revarding the jurisdic- 
tion in Ireland of the N.A.C.A. by the A A.A. of 
England is contrary to the terms of Rule 7 of 
the Constitution of the Federation, and is con- 
sequently ultra vires. The obligation on the 
A.A, to mutually recognise the N.A. as 
the only competent athletic body in Ireland is 
clear and binding. The N.A.C.A. of Ireland. 
North and South, is unfortunately forced to the 
conclusion that if it were not for England’s 
support and England's intrusion in 
this domestic difference the case would 
be settled long since. This we regret as we have 
always behaved towards the A.A.A. with punctilius 
correctness. We are anxious to continue the good 
relations existing between England und Ireland in 
the field of sport, but in asking us to accept the 
situation. created they are asking too much. Our 
support and friendship is not entirely a nexligible 
tea It is as useful to England as theirs is

us. 

á TWO ASSOCIATIONS NOT DESIRABLE. 
The A.A.A. should in the first place withdraw 
from. the area of the jurisdiction of the N.A.C.A.. 
and the organisation in the North of Ireland should 

' no longer recognised. We have not sufficient 
athletic talent in Ireland to justifiy the continuance 
of two separate Athletic Asencintions. If those 
clubs wh? left us for certain definite reasons—viz.. 
the laws prohibiting betting, the association of 
animals with athletic competition and the recogni- 
tion of professional football clubs have now altered 
their opinion in such matters there should not now 
be any real obstacle to union. If ‘the accept the 
amateur status they will be heartily weicumed back, 
and if there is any other matter causing discontent 
we shall be very happy to deal with it in a most 
generous way. If they affiliate to the central 
governing body, they will get complete autonomy 
in their own province. 

“ We wish to maintain the sporting unity of Tre- 
land, and to bring back that athletic fame of which 
all Ireland, North and South, are so proud. In my 
opinion there is a great future for athletics in 
Ireland, and as real sport knows no border 1 would 
appeal to the Federation to approach the case in 
this light—approach the case with open minds and 
without pre wlices- we only ask for a sporting 
decision. This is a question of tremendous import- 
ance, und I request very serious consideration 
should be iven to my statement of the position. 

“On behalf of my Association I would ask you, 
sir, in conclusion to rule that as the N.A.C.A. is 
affiliated to. and recognised by the I.A.A.F. as the 
Governing Body for Athletics in Ireland, the A.A:A. 
must im accordance with Rule 7 recognise the 
N.A.C.A. as the only Athletic Association in Ireland, 
and 1 would ask the A.A.A. to follow the lead given 
last year by the A.R.A. and withdraw their claim 
for control in any part of Ireland.” 

Regarding the claim of the National Cyclists’ 
Union of Great Britain to N.AC.A. territory in 
Northern Ireland, and the decision of the Inter- 
national Cyclists’ Union thereon, General O'Duffy 
said an appeal had been lodged by the N.A.C.A., 
which had not been notified of the Paris meeting, 
but would be represented at Copenhagen. 

A.A.A. CASE.

Mr. Harold Abraham presented the case from 
the point of view of the A.A.A., and argued entirely 
upon political lines. He claimed that Northern 
Ireland was an integral part of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and 
pointed out the similarity to Great Britain in 
stamps, coinage, etc. He submitted that Great 
Britain and Ireland were not separate and distinct 
members of the Amateur Athletic Federation in the 
sense suggested by the N.A.C.A. Countries as such 
did not obtain membership of the I.A.A.F., he said. 
It was Associations which were eligible for member- 
ship (Rule 6). He insisted that “Ireland” as a 
political and constitutional entity did not exist. 
and. therefore, the N.A.C.A., when they affiliated 
to the I.4.A.F., could not claim to be the governing 
Athletic Association of any “country” except the 
Irish Free State. 

“To talk about a change of status or rights of 
Ireland,” said Mr. Abraham. “is entirely to mis- 
understand the position. The question is simply 
this. When a new unit is created by political 
action the governing Athletic Association of that 
new unit is entitled to apply for membership of 
the International Amateur Athletic Federation. 
Until July, 1924, the Amateur Athletic Association 
was the only recognised body in the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland. Its jurisdiction 
extended over the whole of Ireland, and the only 
— at issue is the extent to which jurisdiction 

as been modified. No affiliation of any body to 
the International Amatenr Athletic Federation can 


deprive the Amateur Athletic Association of juris- } 


diction over any territory which remains unaffected 
by legislation as being part of the original area 
over which the Amateur Athletic Association had 
jurisdiction. 

“The various allegations by the National 
Athletic and Cycling Association of Ireland against 
the Northern Ireland Amateur Athletic and Cycling 
Association as to the manner in which its athletic 
meetings were conducted are quite irrelevant. The 
Amateur Athletic Association’ is, it is submitted. 
responsible to the International Amateur Athletic 
Federation for the good government of athletics in 
the whole of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, and will answer to the 
Federation any charges brovght against it in 
respect of the territory which she controls.” 

_ The Council went into committee to further con- 
sider whether they would decide on the protest, and 
the decision referred to above was the result.

LOTT.

BRILLIANT SUCCESS FOR 
ENGLISH PLAYER.

PARIS, Friday. 

G. P. Hughes created the big sensation of 
the French championships to-day by beating 
G. M. Lott, the American, and favourite ior 
the title in the quarter-final. In doing this 
he brought off a coup which must be re- 
garded as the great achievement of his 
career. Playing ‘‘ dangerously,’’ he went 
all out with every stroke. Lott, dominant 
throughout the orthodox play of the first 
two sets, was suddenly confronted by a 
player fired by inspiration, and the change, 
coupled with Raahes’s change of front, left 
him with no counter. Lott changed his 
length to no avail, for rig nipped in, 
and, taking volleys and _ half-volieys, he 
either passed the American as he came up or 
switched over and by powerful drives sent 
the ball scudding into the empty forehand 
corner for beautiful winners. 

Hughes gave early promise of his fine form, 
although he lost the first two seis. He won 
the opening two games in the first set, 
mainly by his excellent length, which made 
Lott hesitate once or twice, and sometimes 
found him on the wrong foot. Then Lait 
exerted strong pressure on both flanks, and, 
robbing Hughes of the lead, went out at 6-5. 
A netcord shot when games were 2-2 in the 
second set: gave Lott the fifth game, but, with 
two double faults, he allowed Hughes to 
draw level at 3-3. The Englishman, however, 
missed” an easy smash, and Lott went to 5-3, 
arid had service. Hughes pulled up to 5-4, 
but Lott snatched Hughes’s service to love, 
and won the set at 6-4. 

LOTT’S MISTAKE, 

Lott seemed to relapse into a casualness 
born of the anticipation of a straight-set 
victory, and this is where he underestimated 
Hughes. Against the = of Hughes’s drives 
and their accurate direction, the range of 
Lott’s low returns was spoiled, many of them 
finding the net. Hughes pressed home his 
attack with renewed vigour in the fourth 
set, going to 4-0, before Lott really realised 
that he was in danger of a beating. When 
it seemed to dawn on him, he turned the 
tables, captured Hughes’s service, aced him 
for the next game, and, with a string of 
clever placements, he got on terms at 4-4. 
This was the critical moment for Hughes— 
and he realised it. He gambled with 
his fate by taking. risks, but it was not 
luck that turned the tide for him. He 
produced the strokes necessary for the tactics 
he had adopted, and, making the most dar 
ing returns, he snatched the set from under 
his opponents nose at 6-4. Lott was in- 
timidated to the extent of being nervous, 
and, cutting out the sting of his attack, he 
played for safety. By means of clever drop 
shots and passing shots Hughes quickly won 
the first two games of the fifth set. Loft 
took Hughes’s service when the latter tried 
to fAnesse, but when Lott, eager to finish 
the match, came up to the net in the next 
game, Hughes engaged him from varying 
ranges, and beat nim back by cross-court drives 
and angled volleys to take a lead of 35-1. The 
Englishman threw away his service in tbe 
fifth game, which Lott won, and it looked 
as if Hughes was spent when he netted 
three returns from Lott’s service to enable 
the American to draw level. Then came 
an intense effort by Lott, followed by an 
anti-climax — lobbing successfully Hughes 
forged ahead at 4-3. Lott, serving viciously, 
went al] out, dowmg some tiring retrieving 
work to check Hughes again by winning the 
eighth game, but he had been worn down 


was hardly able to fight for the last yame, 
and Hughes completed his triumph easily.
